Summary of weather and crop con- 
ditions 111 Kentucky for the week end- 
ing Tuesday. September 5. \922. fol- 
lows; 

Moderate to heavy rainfall in the 
northeastern coiiniios. following good 
rains In the previous week, practical- 
ly brokf the drought in that section. 
Late crops show ronsldcrable Im- 
provement, the condition of late corn 
and lobacco in that district ranging 
from fair to good Stock water has 
been replenished, and pastures are re- 
viving. Only light sciiti-red showers 
occurred in most of the reniral and 
western portions of ilie siatr, where 
the drought continues, and was in- 
tenattted by the unseasonably high 
temperature. In those districts late 
com and tobacco ere acarely growing 
and are in poor condition, especially 
in the hilly region. Paatures continue 
abort and dry, and feeding of stock 
haa been retorted to in places. Early 
com la drying rapidly, and the quality 
of the grain is good. Cuting haa com- 
menced in the southern counties. Most 
early totMtcco has been out and housed, 
somewhat earlier tlian usual because 
of "^Ing" and premature ripening due 
to Mhsht In most of atate weather 
conditions were favoroble for speedy 
curiUR and good quality Of leaf; but 
the yield is much reduced on account 
of drought damage. Pall plowing is 
beginning in the northeast couwtles, 
where the soil was softened by heavy 
ruins. Very little plowing has been 
done in the remainder of the state, 
where the soil is penerally too dry 
to be worked The l.ito sown cowpeas 
will be benefited by the rains in the 
eastern counties, but in general this 
crop has been seriously damaged by 
the dry weather. I^te jiotatofs im- 
proved and are growing fairly well in 
moat of the eastern half of the stat"; 
Imt they are In a critical condition in 
the western half. Some young clover 
hlaheen killed by drought. The fourth 
crop of alfalfa is about ready to cut, 
but the yield will be short. Rain is 
badly needed in central and westom 
dUtricU.
